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MR. PINCUS ON TRAINING. 

Jacob Pincus, who is one of the most inter* 
eating figures on the American turf, will soon 
go back to England to renew his training 
operations there. Pincus is also a celebrity 
in the old country, for, since winning the Derby 
with Iroquois, the only American horse that 
ever won the “blue ribbon” of the English turf, 
he has been much in tb6 public eye both here 
and abroad. When asked the relative merits 
of the system of training that exists in the two 
countries, Pincus said: 

“The training differs only in a matter of de- 
tail, the main idea being about the same. 
There are many things admirable to be said on 
both sides. The main point upon which train- 
ers on both sides of the ocean agree is that a 
horse must be thoroughly ‘fit’ to stand the 
ordeal of a great race, to keep pace and have 
something left at the finish when the supreme 
moment comes. To give a horse the necessary 
‘prep’ for a great effort there must be no nam- 
by-pamby training. The horse must be asked 
the question in earnest, and his trainer must 
know his ability to the inch, so that be may be 
sure there will be no faltering when the final 
effort is made. If a horse breaks down in a 
severe trial, it is better that he should do so 
then than in the race, for in that event the 
money would be lost that would have been 
wagered had he succumbed to the inevitable 
in his trial. 

"The methods of the different training sys- 
tems differ somewhat in the matter of the dis- 
cipline that exists in a training establishment. 
And in that sense I think oar English friends 
set us a very good example. The stable boys, 
the apprentices and other attendants around a 
stable are kept to the strict letter of the law 
in the matter of discipline, and the riot act is 
soon read if there is any deviation from the 
rule which the trainer has laid down for the 
guidance of his help. The lads who exercise 
go to bed and rise at a certain hour; they are 
well taken care of and kindly treated, but if the 
letter of the law is not lived up to there will be 
something doing in the way of punishment 
that causes them to beware of the day when 
they infringe again. 

"The exercise lads are carefully taught the 
handling of their mounts. Good hands in a 
lad are particularly desirable, and the careful 
training that an English lad receives I think 
has a great deal to do with the improving or 
spoiling the temper of a racehorse. A vicious 
lad is almost bound to make a vicious horse, 
and a steady-headed youngster, who has been 
well advised regarding the use of his hands, 
will give a horse a good mouth, and the pulling, 
hauling and jerking of a horse, which is so try- 
ing to the patient trainer to see, will be avoid- 
ed. The lads on the other side have a smart 
appearance while exercising; good, serviceable 
breeches are used while working, and the effect 
when seen on the course is much more pleasing 
to look at than the untidy look of a lot of boys 
with misfit and unkept riding apparel. 

“The decision of the English judge is abso- 
lute, and the English racing crowds accept his 
verdict without question. In the close finish 
for the Cambridgeshire of 1897, iu which Mr. 
Keene’s St. Clond II., trained by me, was placed 
second, there was not a murmur, although it 
looked as if he wan surely first by the post. 
Sloan thought he had won an English classic 
at last, and, seated in my trap a bit beyond the 
finishing line, I was much surprised when 
Comprey’s number was hung up instead of our 
horse’s. It was a great disappointment, for St. 
Cloud II. was well supported, and his backers 
would have taken down a pot of English sover- 
eigns. St. Cloud II. is a horse of a fine turn of 



speed, and a mile and a furlong being just his 
clip, he ought to stand a lot of beating in the 
Brooklyn and the Suburban. 

“I am not prepared to speak definitely re- 
garding my plans doling the coming racing 
season in England. I have several good offers 
to train. I have several horses of my own 
which you may be sure will receive my earnest 
attention. Among them, a two-year-old by 
Orian, I fancy will earn brackets before the 
season is over.”— New York Sun. 

GOSSI P OF THE TURF. 

Poor Tom Flynn, the man who had a future 
and made a mistake, is the starter at this little 
Tampa meeting. While he is swinging his flag 
down there to send a lot of the veriest dogs on 
their uncertain road it must bring some pain 
to Flynn to remember that had his odor been 
better he might have been taking a winter’s 
luxurious rest while waiting for the metropol- 
itan season to open. It is certain that of all 
the starters who have essayed that difficult 
task in New York since the days of Caldwell’s 
early triumphs, Flynn was the best. He is an 
artist in his trade. 

When Jimmy Rowe lost his nerve at the busi- 
ness and retired from the box to train for the 
Thompsons, the Jockey Club took up Flynn as 
the only available man to fill the gap. To the 
surprise of the club and the public, this almost 
unknown man gave some exhibitions of getting 
horses away on even terms which were a revela- 
tion. 

The Jockey Club was hugging itself in glee 
when it was rudely shaken by a rumor. Rumor 
is nearly always ugly, and in this case it whis- 
pered that Flynn, the paragon, and the evil 
betting ring knew too much of each other. 
Reluctantly the Jockey Club listened and 
watched. Finally there came a sad day when 
they knew that Flynn could not consistently stay 
in the box any longer, and so the discovery, 
the best man since Caldwell’s time, had to go. 

Whether or not Flynn was really guilty of any 
wrong doing, the public never knew, but they 
were sorry to see him go, anyhow Flynn came 
to the Jockey Club tracks from the frontier of 
the outlaws, and so was a subject for suspicion 
from the first, and it might have been that the 
odor of his other life still clung to him to undo 
him at the moment of his life’s success. — Chas. 
E. Trevatham in Morning r elpgraph. 

In the race won by Tom Cromwell at Ingle- 
side last Saturday nearly all the bettors, big 
and little, became of the opinion that Adolph 
Spreckels could only lose by falling down. The 
result is thus described in the Examiner: “The 
longest plunge of the season was perhaps that 
on Adolph Spreckels in the fifth race. Opening 
at 4 to 1 in a few books, the money poured in, 
but before any considerable amount was taken 
in the odds were cut to 8 to 5, then to 6 to 5 and 
even money. Thousands r.dled in at evens, 
then there was a further cut to 4 to 5, then to 
7 to 10, which was the prevailing price at post 
time. The horse was plowing along in the 
deepest of the going all the way and it was ap- 
parent he was beaten at the head of the home- 
stretch.” 

Jockey T. Burns will ride for the next two 
years for J. W. Schorr & Son at $8,000 per year. 
His parents have returned to E. F. Simms the 
$2,000 he paid them last year to bind a contract 
for their son’s services T. Burns is to pay or 
has paid Simms a sum reputed to be $8,000, for 
all of w hich Simms consents to the annulment of 
his contract and renounces all claim on Burns. 
Thus is the warfare settled and an expectant 
world made happy. A while back Tom Hums 
was supposed to hold some sort of a hand in the 
game, but in the final shuffle he.seems to have 
disappeared somehow. 



MADDEN’S FARM AND HORSES. 

The farm contains now 280 acres and it ex- 
tends for a mile along the Winchester road. 
The land is gently rolling and so situated as to 
be easily tillable, although at present it is all 
used for pasturage. The fences are painted 
black with tar, to prevent the horses from nib- 
bling at them. The barns and outbuildings are 
also painted black, with red trimmings, which 
gives a pretty effect. The residence is a hand- 
some, roomy, modern structure with all con- 
veniences, steam heat, gas, etc. Altogether the 
establishment might be set down anywhere in 
the vicinity of New York and would easily pass 
muster as a well kept, well equipped gentle- 
man’s place. Mr. Madden has just completed 
a new two story frame cottage which will be 
used as a kitchen and sleeping quarters for the 
help. 

Madden has twenty-six broodmares of his 
own, including Set Fast, Pearl Thorne, Divide, 
Blissful, Lenatt, Amanda V., Strathreel and 
Helen Thomas, the two latter both daughters 
of Lady Reel. In the lot of ten yearlings there 
are three that impressed ma, as they have also 
impressed other and better judges, as far above 
the average. These are a chestnut colt by Fal- 
setto — Pearl Thorne, full brother to Pearl Set, 
Pearl Song, Counter Tenor, Barytone II. ana 
First Tenor; chestnut filly by Hanover — Peg 
Woffington, and chestnut filly by Meddler- 
Royal Gun. 

The Falsetto — Pearl Thorne colt looks very 
much like both Counter Tenor and Barytone II. 
He is a rangy, powerful, evenly balanced colt, 
with a white strip in his face and two white 
hind stockings. If he keeps on growing at the 
present rate he will be a bigger horse than 
Counter Tenor. He is a prompt, quick actioned 
levelheaded youngster. Burns & Waterhouse, 
owners of First Tenor, regarded as about the 
best 2-year-old in California, recently asked 
Mr. Madden to put a price on the colt. The 
figure named was a steep one. Pearl Thorne, a 
fine, lengthy mare, one of the two or three 
greatest in the stud book, is now in foal to 
Meddler. 

As an individual the Hanover — Peg Woffing- 
ton filly would take a lot of beating in any 
company. Indeed, it is hard choosing as 
between her and the Falsetto colt. She has 
length, substance and is full of racing quality. 
Mr. Paget, who recently purchased her dam, 
thinks very highly of her, and it may be that 
she will yet find a home in Mr. Whitney's stable. 
If looks count for anything, both these young- 
sters are bound to race. The Falsetto — Pearl 
Thorne colt, especially, ought to be more than 
a mere possibility, for his dam has thrown 
nothing but hi zh class racers. Ihe Royal Gun 
filly is more compact than either of the others. 
Still she has plenty of range and is a filly of 
great quality. 

Madden has a 2-year-old brother to Counter 
Tenor at Louisville which he thinks highly of. 
He will have in the neighborhood of thirty 
horses in training this year, all 2-year-olds ex- 
cept two or three. Ten of them are at Louis- 
ville and the balance at the farm. I did not 
have time to look over all the racers 
at the farm. Two, however, that I saw 
impressed me as decidedly more than useful. 
These were a chestnut, brother to Hastings, and 
a bay, brother to Keenan. Both are big, strap- 
ping colts that may show to best advantage late 
in the season The brother to Keenan will be 
quite as big as his famous relative, to judge 
from his present development, but he is a bet- 
ter and truer shaped horse. The brother to 
Hastings I fancy to be Madden’s choice of the 

I pair and one likely to win in fine company 
when he is once fined down to racing fettle, 



Mr. Madden has on his place Bersan and ten 
broodmares in foal to the sire of Bermuda, 
which he recently sold to Mr. A. H. Moore, of 
Philadelphia, who is going into breeding on a 
small scale. His own stallions are Mirthful 
and Russell, received from the Messrs. Morris 
in part exchange for Glenheim. Mirthful has 
filled out and is now a fine, even, level type of 
horse. Madden will breed some of his mares to 
him this spring, although probably most of 
them will be stinted to suitable horses on neigh- 
boring farms. 

“I’m going to have the finest little farm in 
Kentncky,” said Madden, and if he keeps on 
with improvements it is not too much to say 
that be will make his boast good. He has re- 
cently put up at a cost of about $2,000 a steel 
water tank with a capacity of 17,000 gallons. 
He is inventive and original. I noticed many 
little devices about his barns and stables that I 
had never seen elsewhere. In some of his 
stables he bad substituted iron for wooden feed 
boxes, with a slide door of iron netting on the 
outside that can be raised and lowered, so that 
the horses can be fed, and tbe grooms can see 
whether they have eaten their feed without go- 
ing into the stalls. The stables are well lighted 
and airy. 

Behind a good roadster the farm can be 
reached from Lexington in fifteen minutes. 
“I wanted a place near town,” explained Mad- 
den, “so that if I had a customer for a horse I 
could get him out there before he had time to 
change his mind. I don’t like them to get cold 
feet." — S. B. Weems in Morning Telegraph. 

BATTLEDORE’S FINISH. 

New Orleans, La., January 20. — While the 
horses were at the post in the fifth race today, 
Battledore keeled over and tumbled to the 
ground. It was reported he had an attack of 
heart failure, The books agreed to refund the 
money wagered on him, and with this under- 
standing the stewards did not order a new book 
made on the race. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Of the riding on the coast last week the San 
Francisco Examiner says : “Among the riders, 
H. Martin greatly excelled with fifteen wins 
out of thirty-two races on the flat. On Monday 
he piloted four to victory, two on Tuesday, five 
Wednesday (after coming mighty close to get- 
ting set down indefinitely on Tuesday by the 
judges), one Thursday, one Friday and two 
Saturday. ' As he rode in only twenty-four 
races, his percentage of wins for the week was 
624, a record probably unparalleled at any big 
meeting ever held in the United States, num- 
ber of mounts considered. N. Turner had five 
wins during the weak. J. Ward three, W. H. 
Martin, Thorpe aud Sheppard two each, Tan- 
ner, McNickle, I. Powell, Rutter, J. Woods and 
Louillier accounting for the rest. The last 
named, who put Jennie Raid over the plate 
after getting away none too well, bids fair to 
make an excellent rider.”

Ever 
since Burn* put him on the fence a couple of 
weeks ago his leg has been bothering him, and 
on the advice of his doctor he will rest up for a 
j few days.
